KANSAS CITY 
GOES BIG FOR 
CITY MANAGER 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 24.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Kansas City adopted a city 
manager plan charter by a 4 to 1 vote 
today. With four precincts missing, 
the official vote was: For the charter, 
36,946; against, 8,803. 

Kansas City thus takes its place in 
the ranks of American municipalities 
that have turned to the manager plan 
as the most modern and effective sys- 
tern. It becomes the third largest city 
in America with this*form of govern- 
ment, Cleveland having put the plan 
into operation more than a year ago 
and Cincinnati having adopted it last 
November. 

Three hundred and fifty other cities, 
with populations ranging from a few 
hundred to several hundred thousand, 
have some form of the manager sys- 
tem. 

The plan, as adopted in Kansas City, 
has several improvements over the sys- 
tem in other cities. The mayor, under 
the local charter, is to be elected by 
the people rather than chosen by the 
council from its membership. Further, 
councilmen are to be chosen, four from 
as many districts and four by the city 
at large, rather than by districts a'one,

TAX THIS SESSION 


Says Additional Revenue 
Is Not Needed. 


BY PARKE BROWN. 

Springfield, Tll., Feb. 24.—Frank T. 
Sheets, state superintendent of high- 
ways, tonight killed the gasoline tax 
for this seasion of the legislature. 
Called before the senate, in late ses- 
sion, he said his department had all 
the money it could use for the next 
four years’ road construction program; 
that no additiona! revenue was neces- 
sary before Jan. 1, 1929. 

The only reason that this type legis-. 
lation is not considered dead for the. 
entire four year period is that Supt. 
Sheets gaid that further funds than 
now in sight should be available for 
work in 1929 in order to speed up the 
final stages of the big 9,800 mile pro- 
gram covered by the $60,000,000 and 
$190 ,000,000 bond issues. 

Denies Public Was Misled. 

On this point Supt. Sheets said 
frankly that the $100,000,000 bond issue 
would fall 2,000 miles short of com- 
pleting the roads charted on the maps 
during the state campaign. But he de- 
nied that any of the literature of his 
department had misstated the facts in 
any way; that there had been any effort 
to mislead the voters into thinking that 
the $100,000,000 would build al! the 
roads shown on the map. 

Then he went into detail 
that even without further financing 
the state could follow a pay as you. 
zo policy beginning in 1929 when the 
proceeds of the bond issue were ex- 
hausted. 

Backed by the Governor.
